OHIO LIVESTOCK 
NUMBERS SHIFTING 
Ohio farmers are raising fewer 


hogs this year than for any year 
since 1914, and 
the number of 


sheep on farms is less than in 
eight years, according to the Janu- 
ary livestock report of the federel 
crop reporting board available to 
the department of rural, ecqronr.e'3 
at the Ohio State University. 


There has been a slight increase 


in the number of cows and heifers 
kept for milk purposes. The total 
number is now 945,000, which is 2 
per cent greater than for January 
a year ago. For the United States 
the number 
of dairy 
cows and 


heifers kept for milk has increased 
slightly more- than 2 per cent, ac- 
cording to the report. Along with 
the slightly increased number of 
dairy cattle in Ohio there has oc- 
curred a tumble in the estimated 
average value of cows in the s^ate. 
In January 1930 Ohio cows were 
valued at S72 a head by the itd- 
eral government; now a value of
